Ludendorff, -who died the other 
day, will probably be accounted the 
greatest general developed by the 
central powers in the great war. 
When Hindenburg was called to the 
eastern front he took Ludendorff. 
with him as chief of staff. They ar¬ 
rived there on the eve of the battle of 
Tannenburg, but the only credit they 
deserve for the victory is that they 
did not interfere with Hoffman’s stra¬ 
tegy or plans, or tactics. Yet Hinden¬ 
burg became the hero of Tannenburg. 
Afterwards, on the western front, op¬ 
erations were carried out under the 
Arm name of Hindenburg and Luden- 
dorff, but the old man was really a 
sleeping partner. His counsel may 
have been useful, but the push and 
drive were Ludendorff’s.

When there was some dispute a? 
to who was entitled to credit for the 
victory at the second battle of t lie 
Marne, Joffre said , he knew who 
would have been blamed if it had been 
a defeat. Ludendorff knew who would 
be blamed for the collapse in 1918 
and he had to clear out, as the Kaiser 
did to escape condemnation, if not 
death. The German people did not 
blame Hindenburg. He was still a 
popular hero and as such was useful 
in the retreat. His life was not in 
jeopardy. Had Germany won, he 
would have got the credit, as he did 
at Tannenburg, but Germany lost, 
and Ludendorff had to take the blame 
No wonder he became embittered, and 
died without belief in God and with¬ 
out hope in the world. When the 
aged Hindenburg died, a little Aus¬ 
trian corporal with a Charlie Chaplin 
moustache fell naturally into his. 
place, and a puppet became a poten¬ 
tate.

There fs something wrong with the 
ordering of things when you are 
sure to get blame for defeat whereas 
some one else gets the credit if vic¬ 
tory ensues. It doesn’t seem fair. 
Hoffman was the architect of Vic¬ 
tory at Tannenburg but few know 
anything about him, because the cred¬ 
it went to Hindenburg. Ludendorff’s 
place in history is more assured than 
Hoffman’s but it was pretty tough 
that he should have to become an ex¬ 
ile after the stupendous efforts hn 
put forward, while the senior partner 
remained a hero anft^ecame the sav¬ 
iour of the army in rekreat.

Early in 1938 will see another of 
these sharp intermediate recessions. 
But when the curtain falls on 1938, 1 
predict that Canadian business will be 
pushing forward' the 1937 all-time 
peaks. As a long shot, 1 forecast 
that they may'even be surpassed. 

Developments in the States have 
always been a barometer of simila'r 
developments north of the border. 
Canada traits in major movements by 
several months. 

Therefore, 1 expect that the physi¬ 
cal volume of business in the Domin¬ 
ion during early 1938 will reflect the 
current weakness of industrial activ¬ 
ity, securities, and sales in the Unit- 
ed States. But I do not believe that 
the Dominion will see as sharp a re¬ 
cession as we have experienced in the 
United States since October. 

Every definite forecast is, of course 
hampered at the outset by the pos¬ 
sibility of unexpected developments. 
For instance, nobody Tin January ffrst 
can determine crop output or prices 
for the coiqrikg year with any degree 
of certainty. Not until the harvest is 
actually reapjid can we be absolutely 
sure of the result. 1938 business in 
Canada is going to hinge upon a num¬ 
ber of such unknowns as crop condi¬ 
tions. 

The Canadian and British arma¬ 
ment programs will not be curtailed, 
and the mineral group as a whole will 
aid general business. Gold will stick 
close to its prosperity levels. 

1 believe good gains in building 
construction will be registered. Auto¬ 
mobile production in Canada is doing 
better than in United States and pro¬ 
duction should improve. Wood pulp 
exports will not show any radical im¬ 
provement, and may go lower. But thp 
tobacco will be improved. 

Larger harvests in the western 
prairies will help freight traffic. 

Labor trouble will be lessened in 
Canada in 1938. In 1937 there wore 
275 industrial disputes, and any trou¬ 
ble that may occur in the next year 
will come when industry improves. 
During 1938 employment should im-' 
prove. 

Hence, Canadian investors can ex¬ 
pect a year of rising prices with se¬ 
lective trading. Security markets in 
Canada vWU move parallel to those in 
the United States. Thus, a recovery 
from the serious temporary recession 
of recent months is in prospect. Steels 
metals, building materials, and chemi¬ 
cals should be among the leading in¬ 
dustries from, a market standpoint. 

However, 1 db not feel at all sure 
that Canadian stocks will hit new 
highs during the next twelve months 
hut strength should increase as the 
year progresses. I believe that the 
long-term high-grade bond market 
has passed its peak and will tend to 
sag as time goes on. Medium-grades, 
on the other hand, after their drop in 
recent months, will recover along 
with the stock market. 

Politics 

The political scene in Canada will 
be by no means placid. There will he 
considerable struggle between the 
provinces and the federal government 
during 1938. Premier Duplessis of 
Quebec has already been accused of 
fascistic tendencies by many newspa- 
peprs and observers throughout Can¬ 
ada. Premier Abeihart of Alberta 
has abandoned the Social Credit pro¬ 
gram. Alberta, however is at odds 
with the federal government over pro¬ 
vincial banking legislation. 

Ontario, under the tutelage of 
Premier Hepburn, h*s refused en 
trance to the CIO. when activity 
again booms in this province, there 
will he further struggle between the 
government ano the unions. Another 
tendency which may crystallize dur¬ 
ing 1938 is the unification of the eas,- 
em provinces in working for equal 
privileges. 

Alberta government should pay Ed¬ 
monton full interest rates on provin¬ 
cial bonds held by the city or be con¬ 
tent with only half interest on city 
1 debentures held by the province, said 
Aid. Macdonald at a council meeting. 
Aldermen supported a motion by Aid. 
Macdonald which was calculated to 
“bring the whole interest question to 
a head."

Other¬ 
wise there is no assurance that the earnings will be enough 
to support the “have nots,” and enable the property own¬ 
er himself to live. 

That seems to be the situation in respect to relief. The 
provincial government has placed on the municipality the 
primary burden of supporting the jobless. Has it a similat 
solicitude for those on whom it places this burden ? If the 
municipal taxpayer out of his land must assume the keep 
of a neighbor’s family, as well as his own, there should bt 
government guarantee that he will make enough to sup 
port the two families. Otherwise all wall collapse. 

It is true that the senior governments are carrying a 
voluntary share of such relief as they approve, and have 
set this share at 61 per cent. ■ Hut the 39 per cent, demand¬ 
ed of the municipalities is impossible of fulfilment. It is a 
general contention that relief of unemployed is a matter 
which senior governments should assume. Every develop¬ 
ment since the relief racket started, has proved the injus 
tice of foisting the responsibility upon the hard-pressed 
municipalities.

STEPHEN LEACOCK says that people of other 
countries suppose Canadians to spend their Win¬ 
ters huddled along the U.S. border, trying to 
warm their feet on the fender of the 49th parallel, 
while their backs shiver in the icy blasts from the 
North Pole. Snow and cold are thought to put a 
stop to our efforts for six months of the year. 

OF COURSE farmers know how much work there 
is to do in Winter. Anyone with some stock to 
tend, for instance, has a job 365 days of the year. 
Lumbering is most active in Winter and mining 
suffers no Winter slackening. Still, the criticism 
of Canada as a place of part-time employment has 
an element of truth in it. 

ANY Canadian industry, therefore, which is particu¬ 
larly active during the Winter is a boon to Canada. 
For over thirty-two years Dominion Textile Com¬ 
pany has been operating plants for the manufac¬ 
ture of primary cotton textile goods in towns of the 
Province of Quebec. During all that time the 
average employment has been maintained at a 
fairly consistent year-’round level. If there has 
been any season more active than another, it has 
been the Winter season—when Canadians are 
popularly supposed to hibernate. And if there is 
one season less busy than another, it is Summer. 

DOMINION TEXTILE COMPANY can reason¬ 
ably claim that it contributes towards year-’round 
evening-up of Canadian production and employ¬ 
ment. It acts as a counter-balance against 
seasonal unemployment.

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The Saskatoon Hoard of Trade in submitting their 
•brief” to the Rowell Commission Estimates that there are 
hundreds of millions of dollars tied up in loans on farms 
in Western Canada, and suggest that farm mortgages 
should be “written down”, and taken over by a “National 
Reconstruction Corp.” 

“They suggest that these mortgages should be taken over 
by a company known as the National Reconstruction Corp., 
and that the mortgage companies accept bonds of the cor¬ 
poration, guaranteed by the Dominion, with interest at 

per cent, for 20 years. The amount of bonds given to the 
mortgage companies is to be based on the value of the 
mortgages held after the amount of write-down has been 
ascertained.” 

This would seem to be a very reasonable suggestion and 
one that should receive the consideration of the farmers in 
the Vulcan district, as well as other points. Farmers whg 
purchased land in this district during the “boom” years, 
and for which they paid exorbitant prices, must now real¬ 
ize that only by the scaling down of these prices to present 
day values can they hope to pay out the mortgaged in¬ 
debtedness. 

Mortgage companies should also see the necessity of 
making concessions to the farmer to enable him to carry 
on under such adverse conditions as have been experienced 
during the last few years. Co-operation on the part of the 
mortgagor and mortgagee should prove more beneficial to 
all concerned than moratoriums declared by provincial 
goyemmenfs. 

The payments of principal must be withheld for a per¬ 
iod of years to allow the farmer an opportunity to recoupe 
some of his losses and repayment thereafter should be on 
an amortized basis over a long period, of years (15 to 20 
years) with a much lower interest rate.

Certain other courses 
have brought only trouble and unhappiness. Certainly it 
would seem the part of wisdom to discard habits and prac¬ 
tice^ which retard well-being and progress, and to culti¬ 
vate the qualities which have proved “good sellers.” -_ - 
Harmonious relationships are the desire of most normal 
people, and the ability to get along well with others is one 
which can be developed, and which brings rich returns.

• ily for Christmas. The story transcribed to print sound.- 
nore pathetic than facts may warrant. But there an 
doubtless needy people in Dinton as there are in a great 
: any other municipalities. 

It is the experience of Dinton, as elsewhere, that quite a 
number of residents have com'e to expect relief, and have 
made only half-hearted effort to provide for winter needs 
There are many in the district, just as needy, who have 
nade no application for relief, am^who refrain from any 
demand that their neighbors support them. It is theS^ 
people who are hiost deserving of sympathy. They have 
conserved and produced to the best of their ability in the 
producing season, and it is only their thrift and s#lf-denia! 
which is carrying them through. 

Most municipalities are quite unable to finance further 
relief. The money to pay for it only comes out of neigh¬ 
boring taxpayers very little better off than the recipients. 
The tax revenue conies out of the land, and if the land doer- 
not yield, taxes cannot he paid. So it is no solution fof tlic 
senior governments to offer a loan to carry the municipal¬ 
ity’s share of costs. That loan would be a charge on next 
year’s taxes, and a very pressing charge. It would only 
serve to bury the district under a further load of debt, a 
depressing outlook for those who are struggling to keep 
up their taxes.

their houses on 2nd and 3rd avenues, 
Calgary, in boats. 

Country Soaked 

“These heavy rains soaked all the 
surrounding country, and, by the 
middle of’July, grass was thick and 
abundant adjacent to foothills. Frqm 
that time onward until 1903 the coun¬ 
try got wetter and wetter and in some 
districts there were more lakes r.rid 
sloughs than dry land. The year 
1902 was, I think, the peak of the 
precipitation. There were 100 days of 
rain in Calgary between 25th April 
and 15th September, 1902, and Cal¬ 
gary experienced three floods that 
year. From then until 1910 there Were 
no really dry years, but the country 
gradually got drier although some 
wet years like 1915 and 1916 inter¬ 
vened between then and now. 

“The inference drawn from the 
foregoing history is that during the 
past four years or so we have been 
undergoing the same dry weather 
conditions as prevailed in the nine¬ 
ties, and that, from now on, we
